The leaders of the Oregon House of Representatives 
said Friday that they’ve fielded complaints of harassment 
against a male lawmaker in the House, as well as male staff 
members and lobbyists. 

House Speaker Tina Kotek said two people made infor- 
mal complaints to her about the conduct of Rep. David 
Gomberg. 

“While our legal advisors did not believe the behavior 
rose to the level of formal workplace harassment, we none- 
theless took these incidents very seriously,” Kotek said ina 
statement. 

“Without going into the specifics of the incidents in 
order to protect the requested confidentiality of the com- 
plainants, I will say that I directly addressed the issues 
with Rep. Gomberg, and he sought outside support to gain 
better awareness of his behavior and the impact it has on 
other individuals,” Kotek said. “The issues were addressed 
to the satisfaction of the complainants.”
